We pride ourselves on living ‘living fn 
an age of discovery and invention 
and pity our ancestors for being 
born too soou> Yet much of this 
is misplaced. The real truth seems 
to be that the ancients knew about 
everything that we know, only the 
knowledge wa2s not generally dif- 
fused. 

The learned man of two or three 
thousand Years ago was so far su- 
perior to the majority that he was

In our schools at the present day 
we use “Euclid’s Elemenis of Ge- 
ometry,” written by Euclid 2,200 
yearsago.

The Egyptians 
were also wonderful dyers, and 
could produce colors so durable 
that they mav be called 'imperish- 
able. 

The ancients were wonderful 
gilass-workers, and dicovered a 
method of making it malleable, 
which we have not been able todo. 
They could spin glass into gar- 
ments, dye it in every shade of the 
rainbow, and ecitch it with marve- 
lous skill. 

The ancient Gauls used a reaping 
machine. Hobbs gave his name to 
a lock found in the tombs of Egypt 

Natural gas conveyed in bamboo 
tubes. was utilized in China cen- 
turies ago, and one of the Mongol- 
ian authors writes of boxes which 


repeated the sound of voices of 


men long since dead—an approx- 
imation to the phonograph of Edi- 
son. 

In medical skill the oriental phy- 
sicians of India practiced vaccing- 
. tion 1,000 years ago. Anesthetics 
were known in the days of Hower, 
and the Chinese 2,000 years ago 
had a preparation of hemp, known 
as “una yo,” to deaden pain—some- 
thing similar to the modern co- 
caine, 

Coins were stamped with en- 
graved dies so far back that we 
h ve lost the record, and movable 
types are said to have been known 
to the Romans. 

Twenty centuries before the 
birth of Watt, Hero, of Alexandra, 
described machines whose motive 
power was steam. He also in- 
.vented a double force-pump, used 
as a fire-engine, and anticipa‘ed 
the modern turbine wheel by a 
machine be named “ Neolpile.” 

Electricity derives its name from 
the Greek word for amber, elec- 
tron, because Thales about 600 B. 
C., discovered that amber, when 
rubbed, attracts light and dry 
bodies, and in the twelfth century 
the scientific priests of Etruria 
drew lightning from the clouds 
with iron rods. 

All the mechanical powers, the 
screw, lever, pulley, incline-plane, 
wedge, wheel and axle, were 
known to the ancients and used in 
every-day life. They were expert 
builders, as existing relies testify.
